The 
revolution of 1789, the 1968 student revolution 
and the bestowing of sanctuary to a vanety of 
religious and political oddballs are just a few 
examples. For several centuries, France has 
been unique in its ability to provide safe and 
appropriate ambiences for innovative moves, be 
they political, cultural, spintual, or technological.

| be safe and beneficial. He became convinced 
that hashish was a tool of incomparable value 
@ forthe psychologist, publishing his findings in 
a book entitled Hashish And Mental Alienation. 
He concluded that hashish should be taken to 
enable the sane to visit the world of the insane. 
The psychologist could experience the full 
glory of insanity’s delusions, ideas, fixes, errors 
of time and space, irresistible impulses and 
hallucinations, but he could clo this temporanily, 
in complete safety, and without ever forgetting 
that the state was drug-induced, 

Moreau de Tours was interested in 
wilnessing the effects of hashish not 
merely on insane minds, but also on 
the minds of artists, musicians, writers, 
intellectuals and other men of genius—and 
the Club des Hashishins was set up for this 
purpose. Few of its members were as clinical 
| intheir interests as Moreau de Tours. The 
| poet Baudelaire, an early member, raged 
with his “thirst for the infinite”, The Club des 
Hashishins made irresistible press and 
became a legendary nexus of the romantic 
and decadent elite who were, nevertheless, 
considered to be a significant anti-bourgeois 
force. How we long for its return. We must 
persuade the French to re-open it.

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Clubbing ts now the biggest single recreational 
activity amongst young people, apart from porn. 
Which, like clubbing, has progressed from 
humble origins (dirty Greek vases to readers’ 
wives) while, depending on your age and tastes, 
the quality has remained questionable yet hard 
to resist. Ibiza gets more popular year on year 
— 712,000 people last summer, compared to 
355,000 in 1990. Which fits with the dance mags’ 
favourite line: “It just gets better.” 

Ten years ago, 500 men, women and wobblers 
from the British long-hairforce of clubbers set out 
for the big event of that long summer, Ibiza “90. 
Back then, English promoters did not run an 
event every night of the week like they do now. 
The English used to want chips with everything, 
not pills. 

Clubbing in the UK was 
fragmenting. Raves were 
getting dark and silly, while 
the house clubs influenced 
by the whole Balearic 
style of fun were getting 
stricter on the door 
policies. The delightful 
‘Acid Teds’— the 
flowery, mental-faced 
Herberts in hooded Aztec 
tops, skipped around 
repeating their humble 
mantra, “I’ve had three 
and a trip and I’m off 
me fuckin’ ’ead” — were 
becoming an embarrassment to 
dance near. Surely this wasn’t 
what it was all about? 

A flyer promising a 
package holiday to the 
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“Large!” 
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Balearic holy land was circulating around the 
country. Ibiza *90! The third Summer of Love? 
Was it possible? 





0. OF THE FACES AT THE HELM OF THE IBIZA *90 
trip was Charlie Chester. He was the man 
behind Flying, a Saturday night at legendary seedy 
haven The Soho Theatre Club. These were the 
days before promoters made their clubs MTV 
friendly and watched the crowds’ behaviour on 
CCTV. Clubbing in the UK was deliciously 
unhealthy, and everyone had long hair (luckily, the 
Es made you immune to nits). 

Ibiza *90 was, in Chester's words, 
“a pie’n’eels [pioneering] event. We 
were the first people to take over all 
our own DJs, bands and 500 clubbers. 
We'd built up loads of 

contacts around the 

country since *88 and we 
took people from all over the GFK 
UK with The Farm, A Man 
Called Adam and 808 State live.” 

Predictably, it was chaos. In among the 500 
was Jack Baron, then an NME journalist. 
“Before boarding the plane,” remembers Baron, 
“news had already reached England of the fate of 
the 500-odd people who had forked out wedge 
to sample sun, sangria and sounds at [biza “90. 
Flight seats and apartments not materialising, 
promised free entry into clubs going askew, it 
going off between the organisers. .. and those 

were the good points.” 

But despite all that, Jack smiled through 

his report the following week: “People are 
conga-ing like snakes of mercury through the 
dancefloor, and suddenly this black guy with 
long dreadlocks trips off and stands on a

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run merry riot in, Not some dingy halls of 
residence in Loughborough with piss-stained lifts, 
but a giant fraternity house, outside of the college 
dormitories, where you choose the inhabitants and 
have your own on-premises bar. It’s little wonder 
loaded felt it was time for a visit. And just in time 
too — It’s to be this particular frat house's last ever 
keg party. An excuse ifany were needed, surely, for 
Belushi-style mayhem. America’s had it with frats, 
you see. So bad is the public image of the secret 
college organisations that inspired films like 
Animal House and Porky s, you'd be mistaken 

for thinking them the very portals to Beelzebub. 
Out-dated, sexist, elitist, Masonic societies of 
drunken students who brutalise 
new recruits. 

The charming frat house 
myselfand snapper Neale 
arrive at is owned by Phi Delta 
Theta (est 1848) at Union 
College, NY, and looks like the 
sort of posh house a balding 
doctor and his prissy teenage 
daughters might reside in. 
There are five floors witha 
terrace, basement bar, poo! 
room, living room (with 
52in TV) and kitchen (with 
cook). For 34 ‘brothers’, this 
immense dwelling— with its 
50-yard position alongside 
the American football pitch 
and Amityville Horrer 

windows —is home. 

The boys are cautious. “Are you sure you 
guys arent cops?” asks a fresh-faced young 
sort. “| mean, we couldn't believe you were 
actually coming, Mental.” 

As we take the house’s guided tour, courtesy 
of one Eugene D Schultz, we can see that 
staging a frat party is something of a military 
operation. Safety goggles, drills, hammers 
and noise as lights go up and tarpaulin is laid. 
Four tons of sand have been deposited for the 
promisingly monikered “Sex On The Beach’, 
the party season's swansong. 


“Tarts?” 
“No, just mom's 
Oopple pie” 


There are “Toga! Toga Toga!’ Animal House 
posters everywhere, weird Greek symbols and 


yearbook photos of former *Delts’ with names like 


‘Pornhands’, ‘Poprocks’ and ‘Scooter’, Some are 
wearing baseball caps, novelty gorilla masks and 
rabbit ears. On a national level, this fraternity — 
which has chapters all over America and some 
[57,000 members — has had some major brothers 
on its books. Neil Armstrong, Bill Bixby of 
Incredible Hulk fame and Burt Reynolds for 
starters. | broach the much-publicised darker side 
of frat life with Eugene and his brother Steve. So 
do they torture their new boys then? 

“We do initiate Pledges [usually first-year 
freshmen] who’ve passed the rush [interview] 
says Steve. “I can’t tell you what we 
do — that part’s secret— but no one

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gets hurt. There’s also plenty of cleaning round the 
house, stuff like that.” 

So often the wielder of the paddle to nervous 
freshmen’s arses, it seems the modern frat-packer 
is now the one cowering under his bed. Incidents 
like the Columbine massacre, with its ‘revenge of 
the nerds’ motive, don’t bode well. Neither do the 
signs from above — the college paper here forecasts 
a total end to its frat system within five years. 

Underage drinking aside (the legal age is 21), the 
real stain on the public profile of frat houses is the 
initiating of new brothers. Hundreds of incidents 
of frat-related violence are reported every year. 
One member of Texas A&M University had a 
testicle surgically removed after his ‘induction’ in

a remote barn, Five members ofa lacrosse team in 
St John’s forced a sophomore into group fellatio. 
One unlucky student from Jacksonville was 
electrocuted when he grasped hold of six cables, 
each carrying 480 volts — his initiation required 
him to scale a drawbridge. Ina legal precedent, a 
Boston fraternity was the first to be charged with 


manslaughter after the alcohol-related death of one 


of their Pledges. It’s nothing new. Animal House 
co-writer Chris Miller based the film's stories 
on his own experiences in the Alpha Delta Phi 
fraternity at Dartmouth in 1962. 

Both the frats and the sororities (sister houses) 
follow bizarre homogenous recruitment drives, 
where everyone ends up looking vaguely similar, 
like characters from The Village Of The Damned. 
as like picks like. So you get jock houses, geek 
houses and drinking houses. It’s 


the same with sororities. “The women at this party 
tonight will be almost all blonde,” Eugene says. 
And the girls of Gamma Phi Beta indeed are. 
B Y 7.30PM IT’S HEAVING. THERE'S AN EXCITED 
throng of baseball caps and golf visors 
outside, waiting for the bouncers — or “fat fucks” — 
to let them in for the legendary frat house madness 
we're expecting. Down tn the beach bar, the sand 
has already taken a good coating of beer and 
smells not unlike a coastal gent’s. Ear-piercing 
hip-hop blasts through the dimly litroom, On 
hearing we're from a magazine, one dribbling 
student tells us that his house —now dissolved due 
to dubious activities — used to be the big men in 
town: “You should have come to us, man, These 
guys are pussies,” 

“But you no longer exist,” | argue. He stares at 

the sand fora moment. “We exist,” he says. 

By this point there’s still about as much chaos 
as youd find in a nursing home, and so Neale 
persuades one of the house brothers to do the 
stunt with the beer keg. He lasts 30 seconds. His 
eves look a little hurt. Neale hasn’t got the shot 
he wants. so we make him do it again. “You'll be 
in the magazine,’ I promise. 

It seems all drinking here has to be quick. “Get 
itdown you, man!” they squawk during games 
of ‘Beer pong’ and *Beer-ruit’, where forfeits 
involve stripping off. Since it’s all free, ask if 
they ever get gate-crashers. “We get townies

We're accompanied by Steve Guttenberg, who stil] 
thinks this is “too much fun”. In the beach bar, girls 
are doing press-ups in the corner while a rotund 
sister barks at them. The straw-boatered barman 
glugs vodka from the bottle as the Beastie Boys’ 
frat anthem “Girls’ blasts out. 

Just as the women flirt with the idea of being 
‘hos’, so the men reinforce their reputations as 
‘players’. Phi Delta brother Vik: “Yeah baby, 
got me some action last night. From 2.30am 
till 6am, baby. I can’t even get it up I'm so raw, 
baby.” Another lad refers to himself as crazy. 
“C_R.A.Zee. ¥! That’s me!” Although the 
craziness had obviously run out that particular 
night. unless wackiness manifests itself in the 
form ofa side-parting and tie. 

In most of these fellas you can almost see the 
middle-aged man struggling to get out. They don’t 
look like they’re capable of dissecting frogs, never 
mind freshmen.

But while the 
frat house system, much like many other American 
Institutions, has been glorified to non-Americans 
by Hollywood, living with the “brothers’ does seem 
a good deal better than soon-forgotten evenings in 
the Students’ Union bar. 

Forced to leave the sexless Sex On The Beach to 
catch our flight, we leave the brothers of Phi Delta 
Theta in mid-throng. Steve sees us off. He’s royally 
drunk, in a Hawaiian shirt and loaded flag worn as 
a sarong.

So much for sex. And as for drugs... 

“T never took acid, because it frightened the life out of me. | hated being out 
of control. By the time | came round to thinking about taking it, (d heard 
so many funny things about it that I didn’t fancy it. 

“But,” he says, hanging his head, “] took other things instead. And 
what | took was actually worse than taking acid. Although at the 
time I didn’t really know that.” 

How that information escaped him remains a mystery, since 
you would have thought two decades of watching Keith Richards’ 
noble but reckless voyage of discovery to the unchartered outer 
reaches of human endurance might have taught him all you needed 
to know about drugs. But apparently not. 

“T was crap at taking drugs,” admits Charlie. “Even when | used to 
smoke a lot of dope, | would get terribly paranoid from it all.

Keith 
managed that with drink —if you constantly 
drink you can eventually level off. [t’ll 
fuck you up in the long run if you're not 
Keith, but you can doit, But | couldn’t do 
it constantly.” 

At which point, right on cue, coffee 
and a tray of biscuits arrive.

“Ah, digestives!” exclaims Charlie, 
picking one up like he’s embracing a 
long-lost friend.

much of it, you suspect, is a cool indifference that helps him deal with 
the madness surrounding him. Luckily for Charlie, it looks as ifthe Stones’ 
days of two-year world tours are at an end. The last one was partly a tax exile

Besides, he’s got his own projects on the boil. The latest is the cryptically 
named Charlie Watts/Jim Keltner Project. The project features, yes, Charlie 
Watts and Jim Keltner, two drummers from apparently opposite ends of the 
rhythm spectrum — Charlie the man of rock, Jim the jazz fiddler. But jazz

was, of course, Charlie's first love, and the two come together with an album 
that is not the twiddly-squiddly “look at the size of my paradiddles’ wank you 
might expect from modern jazz. It borrows heavily from African rhythms, 
and is kept ona tight rein by Charlie’s indulge-o-phobic groove instincts. And 
justin case that’s still a little too, you know, 1940s for your tastes, there’s a 
bunch of remixes available by the likes of Coldcut and Propellerheads. 

“The remixes are great.” says Charlie. “I’m just very flattered that someone 
like Propellerhead or Coolcuts, or whatever their mames are, want to have a 
go at these things. What comes back is something totally different. They ‘re 
very interesting —it’s a bit like having an old suit and letting someone cut It up 
and put it back together, You can’t be at all precious about it.” 

Ifthere’s one thing Charlie knows about, though, it’s his jazz. We talk for 
nearly two hours, during which time he talks a lot about his trade, reeling off 
strings of jazz drummers and other ‘great players’ you never heard of. You've 
got to admire the man’s enduring passion. 

“The one thing I’ve always wanted to be, though.” he says, barely joking, 
“is a black American drummer. The fact that I’m white and from London 
was always totally immaterial, frankly. | wanted feet and hands like a black 
man, whatever it took, wherever it came from.” 

One day, maybe science can make that dream a reality, Inthe meantime, 
how about an appointment with the Queen for Charlie and his Stones? 

“Well, | don’t think we'll ever get knighthoods, put it that way. But | never 
felt like we were these outlaws. | suppose that tag got hung on us because 
we would never take the bullshit you were supposed to swallow. We still 
don’t, in fact.” 

Indeed. And entering his fifth decade as a Rolling Stone, Charlie Watts 1s 
still rock’n’roll’s ultimate unsung hero.

The terminal buildings are a collection of half- 
finished sheds.

He engages the bloke in fluent 
Colombian Spanish and soon has him on his feet, 
shaking hands and laughing. He apologises for the 


fact that there is no one else there, and asks us to 
come back the next morning. 

Right next door is the Yokomo Cafe. We decide 
to make this our centre of operations. Eight-thirty 
the following morning sees the three of us sitting 
there eating breakfast. Guerillas in full jungle 
fatigues, automatic weapons over their shoulders 
and bandoleros of bullets around their chests, 
bustle in and out of the office. 

And then we meet the local hierarchy. The portly 
Commandante Mauricio wears an expression 
that says he can’t make up his mind about us, but 
he agrees to do a short interview, He gives us an 
in-depth account of all the roadworks his men have 
been doing in the locality. 

Commandante Nora, not yet out of her 20s but 
looking as if she carries the worries of the world 
on her shoulders, 1s decidedly cool. Grudgingly, 
she too agrees to do an interview, but we'll have 
to wait a while.

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We sit outside the cafe for an hour, then | send 
Danny to get her. He returns with an embarrassed 
look on his face. It seems Commandante Nora ts 
busy... doing her ironing. A quick peek through 
the office window and, sure enough, with her 
AK47 propped against the wall, Nora ts ironing 
her blouse. 

Then Lucero appears. Colombian journalists 
told us about the beautiful guerilla who holds high 
political and military rank. Married to a top party 
negotiator, with a seven-year-old daughter looked 
after by her family, she 1s the veteran of many 
battles. Yet she’s still only 25. 

Most men in Colombia are flirts. Danny 1s no 
exception, but with his East End glibness it makes 
for a deadly combination. Soon Lucero’s eyes are 
sparkling as she laughs at his jokes. 

Lucero is fiercely committed to Fare’s cause, 
though. Obviously well-educated, she explains 


their Marxist-based ideology. I ask her how long 
she has been a Marxist. 

“I was born a revolutionary,” she replies with the 
trace ofa smile at the corners of her mouth. 

But what about the Americans and their 
superior technology? 

“Letthe Yankees come. They are tall, with blue 
eyes. They will make good targets.” 


UCERO EXPLAINS THAT FARC ARE ON FULL ALERT, 

Their negotiators are on their way back from 
Spain at this very moment. Because they fear the 
Americans might try to assassinate them, they have 
insisted on two Government ministers travelling 
on the plane with them.

With all that going on, no wonder they are 
suspicious of three strange Englishmen suddenly 
appearing in their midst. 

| show Lucero my press credentials, a copy of > 
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my book Parkhurst Jales and my story about the 
Great Train Robbery in last September's loaded. 
She doesn’t look too impressed. The February 
issue with Martin Kemp on the cover goes down 

a little better. All we get, though, is halfa promise 
that she'll show us around ina few days’ time. 

For the next two days we are mostly at a loose 
end. Mauricio shows us the road improvement 
work tn the shanty towns, which ts impressive but 
hardly what we came for. Meanwhile the peace 
process ts all overthe TV. There are even pictures 
of Fare’s delegation arriving back at San Vicente, 
Lucero to the fore of the welcoming party. We 
missed it, out looking at roadworks. 

The town itselfis a revelation. People tell us 
how things have improved since Fare’s arrival. 
Before, there were four or five murders a week: 
now the town ts virtually crime-free. The 
hospital and school that Fare have built are 
pointed out to us. 

Perhaps the most amazing thing is that no one 
takes any drugs. Despite being surrounded by coca 
fields, nobody does coke. Neither do they smoke 
the Colombian grass. And believe me, in all the 
bars we've been to, we would have noticed. They 
are heavy drinkers, but there 1s a strong social 
stigma about drugs, 

So instead of Bandit City, the thrilling and 
dangerous capital of Bandit County, San Vicente 
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has turned out to be probably one of the safest, 
straightest places on earth. This wasn’t what we 
had in mindatall. 


ATURDAY EVENING IS UPON US, AND WE ARE 

# {rustrated and depressed. Theres only one 
thing to do—go out on the piss. Yeah, fuck it. Fuck 
Farc, Colombia and the whole civil war. We're 
going to get right on it. 

We buy a couple of bottles ofa local drink 
brewed out of pure cane spirit, called Aguardiente 
(‘Firewater’), and head for the funfair. 

As we stumble drunkenly along a darkened 
street, we are nearly run down by a kiddies’ 
ride called El Gusanito (‘The Little Worm’). The 
engine is a green plastic construction and it pulls 
eight cars festooned with multi-coloured lights 
that flash intermittently. A loud, wailing siren 
announces its approach. It’s a startling apparition 
to meet on a dark street anywhere. We do the only 
thing we can. We climb aboard. 

Soon we are whistling through the streets, roaring 


at the tops of our voices, surrounded by screaming 
kids. Dogs and more screaming kids run out of the 
shops and homes we pass. 

Rounding one corner, we roar in unison at 
a group gathered there. It just happens to be a 
three-man Fare patrol. They stand, jaws dropped, 
as we disappear up the street. 

In retrospect, it was probably the smartest thing 
we could have done. You can imagine the briefing 
the following moming (we had been warned they 
were watching everything we did). Whatever we 
were, we obviously weren't spies — the CIA and 
MI5 train their operatives to be discreet. The 
only problem is, based on that encounter, it's 
doubtful we're serious journalists either. 

But the change is immediate. On Sunday 
morning, as we nurse killer hangovers in the 
Yokomo Cafe, guerilla after guerilla comes up 
to us laughing and shakes our hands. Lucero 
larks about with Danny. Mauricio is effusive, 
and even Nora is laughing behind her 
hands. We're in. 

A few days later we go on river 
patrol with Mauricio and three 
heavily armed guerillas ina 
massive iron canoe. Tourism with 
a difference. Then we accompany 
them on township patrol. 

Mauricio isa popular fella. People 
hurry out of their hovels at his approach. 
“These are the people the system 
has fucked.” he says, by way 
of explanation. 

Tuesday sees a major press 
conference al Farc’s HQ, just 
down the road at Los Pozos. The 
Colombian national press have 
arrived in force. TV crews fill the 
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main square. Surprisingly, we are invited along. 

The star of the show is Raul Reyes, Number Two 
in the guerillas’ high command. He sits at a table 
cluttered with microphones as journalists bombard 
him with questions. 

But it’s afterwards that I learn the most — off the 
record, the Colombian journalists prove a rich 
source of information. On the question of who 
profits from the drugs trade, the overwhelming 
consensus is that every party does — the rebel 
groups, the cartels and the army. The last President 
resigned amid claims that his election campaign 
was financed by drug money. Even the wife 
of Colonel Hiett, the man in charge of the 200 
US troops officially fighting the drugs war in 
Colombia, was jailed recently for smuggling coke 
through the diplomatic mail. 

The USA has its own agenda, The Panama Canal 
has just been handed back and Venezuela now has 
a nationalist, reformist Government, The last thing 
the US wants is a Marxist Colombia too, 

“The US is starting another Vietnam,” warns one 


Argentinian reporter. “Fare are incredibly strong. 
They even have Stinger missiles. The Colombian 
military won’t be able to cope and the US will have 
to send in troops. That will polarise the whole of 
South America.” 

There ts some cause for hope, however. Some 
of the parties have begun to co-operate. Farc have 
got together with the ELN (see box, page 90) and 
various paramilitary groups to set up a unified 
coca tax. British consumers might be concerned 
to learn they ve already upped the price of cocaine 
from $2,000 to $5,000 per kilo at source.

Modern classics for the man who doesn't have time to bugger about 
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Made at the height of the Second World War, 
this was intended to boost morale in Blighty 
and encourage sympathy for the British cause 
inthe USA. In fact, Churchill tried to ban it 
because he thought it portrayed the British 
Army top brass as out-of-touch buffoons. He 
should have watched itfirst. 

The title comes from a cartoon that satirised 
the Gritish military classes, but the film’s 
attitude towards its main character is one 
of affection, respect and awe. The screenplay 
covers 40 years in the life of Clive Candy, 
British officer, through a series of brilliantly 
filmed flashbacks. A reasonable man facing 
the evils of war and the ravages of time, his 
tale is both touching and humorous. It also 
has the air of agrand love story, though none 
of the romantic relationships are really 
fulfilled. The most lasting bond is made 
between Candy (Roger Livesey) anda 
| German officer (Anton Walbrook). 

Walbrook is billed as the star, Deborah Kerr 
is excellent in three roles and John Lawrie 
(Fraser from Dad’s Army) is eyecatching too,

but this is Livesey’s film. Few actors have 
matched his performance as Candy, “me old 
steeplechaser”. He’s the fullest flowering of 
an English gent, atippling, duelling, morally 
unimpeachable jolly good fellow of the 
stoutest construction —a match for any 
soldier, a wit to be reckoned with, a snappy 
dresser and a champion smoker. 

Laurence Olivier had originally agreed to 
play Candy. But since the Ministry of War 
had withdrawn the use of equipment because 
they objected to the “Blimpish” officers and 
German characters whose “thug element is 
ignored”, they refused to release Larry from 
the Forces, hoping to scupper the project. 
Livesey, who was working in an aircraft 
factory and didn’t need Ministry approval, 
was cast instead, thankfully. Too much Olivier 
ham might have ruined the picnic. 

Though it does lament the passing of the 
Blimps of Britain with their dusty old virtues, 
...Colone! Blimp admits that things have 
moved on. It urges us to leave the past, but 
keep its best aspects alive. If only we still 
had the ability to make movies like this —the 
very best of British. CC

There are lots of decent books on 
the Vietnam War: Robert Mason's 
Chickenhawk, The Short Timers by 
Gustav Hasford and Once A Warrior 
King by David Donovan to name 
bul three. They all provide a good 
take on the Napalm, sucking chest 
wounds and churning madness 
that cloaked the day-to-day reality 
of the war. Michael Herr covered 
itas a correspondent for Esquire 
magazine and turned 18 months 
worth of notes gathered at the front- 
line intowhat many consider to be 
the best account of all. 

Herr spenta lot of time with the 
Marines —brutal killers, superstars 
and the innocentdamned, all 
serving “the finest instrument 
ever derived for the killing of young 
Americans” —and was in a good 
position to witness the unlearned 
lessons pile up as they stumbled 
fram one disaster to the next. He 
wentwith them to Hue City, where 
they got chewed up urban-style. He 
was there at Khe Sanh, surrounded 
by divisions of NVA on top of a 
hill in the jungle. He took up an 
M-16 when called upon and rode

helicopter gunships between the 
action, forced to deal with firefights 
and burger bars within hours of 
each other. 

Of course, he wasn't actually 
forced into anything. As Herr 
admits, he and his friends—

such as Tom Wolfe and Hunter S. 
Thompson, the prose is slick and 
gutsy, and the revelations fly off 
the page like bright red tracers. 
lt captures the flavour of the era, 
the feel of the war and how it was 
different to any other theatre of 
combat. That's why Herrwas called 
into help script Apocalypse Now 
and Full Metal Jacket. 

There are better political or 
military histories of Vietnam to 
be found, but this communicates 
the experience of actually being 
there and provides a glance atthe 
psyche of the American warrior in 
South-East Asia better than any I've 
encountered, Herr uses the phrase 
‘la vida loca’ (the crazy life). Lord 
knows what Ricky Martin would 
have made of it.
